• Flu vaccine is free for all Australians aged 65 years and older 

• No prescription for flu vaccine is required. 

• Flu vaccine is available from GPs and some health centres 

• Autumn is the best time for flu vaccination 

• Annual flu vaccination is recommended 

• Flu vaccine should not be given to people with egg allergies
